Ex-Director of BoysClub Admits Molesting Youths 


A former director of the Cypress Boys Club 
pleaded guilty Monday to 46 counts of child 
molesting involving three teen-age boys he 
befriend^ through the club. 

Donald Lee Lusk Jr.. 42. decided to change 
his plea to guilty, his attorney said, after a 
judge indicated in chambers he probably 
would not sentence Lusk to more than 15 
years in prison, the sentence suggested by the 
defense as the maximum possible. 


The Orange County district attorney's 
office claims that under state law Lusk could 
be sentenced to 58Vi years for the 46 counts. 
But Superior Court Judge James 0. Perez said 
from the bench Monday after Lusk's guilty 
plea that Deputy Dist. Atty. Kaz Makino "is 
going to have to convince me." 

The dispute is over how many of the counts 
should be considered separate crimes. 


All three of the victims testified against 
Lusk at a preliminary hearing. But the most 
damaging evidence was a videotape Lusk had 
made at his La Palma apartment which 
depicts him in sex acts with two of the boys 
who are brothers. 

Lusk was arrested in October after the 
parents of the two boys, 13 and 17. went to 
the police, claiming their sons were molested 
on a recent visit to Lusk's.
